Q ueen Elizabeth cheat- 
ed death as she 
eagerly awaited the 
hirth of William 
and Kate’s new 
bahy, sources tell 
GLOBE in a shocking 
world exclusive. 

Just hours after the 
Monarch was out horse- 
back riding in a park, 
insiders say she sud- 
denly suffered agonizing 
chest pains and collapsed. 

As police escorted an am 
balance and raced through 
busy London traffic, insiders 
say the Queen was administered 
oxygen. 

Afraid she was dying, the 
medics frantically called a pri- 
vate clinic and ordered the staff 
there to prepare a unit for emer- 
gency surgery. 

“One of her physicians was 


convinced Her Majesty needed 
surgery and a stent to un- 
block an artery,” a source tells 
GLOBE. “It was a top-secret 
mission. The Queen herself 
ordered that no one must know 


of the crisis.” 
Fortunately, continues 
the source, the pain sub- 
sided and the Queen’s 
breathing became easier. 

Even though her blood pres- 
sure was abnormally high at 
192 over 112, she insisted on 
having the surgery postponed. 

Close to death 

“The Queen was determined 
not to have any procedure, but 
at one stage, her physicians 
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believed surgery was needed 
to save her life,” says the 
source. “She is a firm believer 
in alternative medicine and 
usually refuses conventional 
treatments. But after realizing 
how close to death she was, 
she reluctantly agreed to take 
precautionary blood-thinning 
medication.” 

All through the ordeal, an- 
other insider reveals the 
Queen’s mind was focused 
on Prince William and Kate’s

second baby. 

While stricken, she told an 
aide nearby the ambulance to 
urgently deliver a handwritten 
letter to Kate, 33. 

“That’s why William and 
Kate were among the first to 
know of the heart drama,” says 
a source close to Kate. 

“Incredibly, the Queen wrote 
the letter almost two years ago. 
Its exact contents are private but 
its message is known - it’s an as- 
surance that William will be the 
next King of England, and Kate 
will be his Queen. 

“Her Majesty has carried 
that letter with her everywhere 
for the past two years. She

instructed a trusted aide to 
hand it to the young Royal 
couple if her ongoing heart 
condition threatened her life 
or worse, killed her.”

Brandon and Rebecca Denny were the 
only siblings to survive the horror that left 
168 dead and 800 wounded.

He walks with a limp, has limited 
use of his right arm, suffers seizures and 
has trouble talking. His sister, redheaded

T he world’s most 
wanted femme fatale - 
France’s “Bikini Babe 
Terrorist” - is hiding 
in Detroit planning 
another bloody attack here, 
warn top security experts! 

The ability of bloodthirsty 
Hayat Boumeddiene, 26, to 
hide in plain sight as a regular 
girl-next door - by simply 
ditching her veil and burka - 
is what scares police most. 

“Women are not seen to be a 
threat, but they’re more deadly 
and cunning than their male 
terrorist counterparts,” says a 
security source.

city, Hayat’s hubby, Coulibaly, 
shot a man who was jogging. 
The following day, he killed 
a policewoman and then 
stormed a Jewish supermarket 
before being killed by police. 

Intelligence officials believe 
Boumeddiene turned her hus- 
band into a ticking terrorist 
time bomb with a powerful 
mix of sex and radical religious 
teachings. 

Now, security experts fear 
she’s been smuggled into the 
U.S. through the border be- 
tween El Paso, Texas, and 


Cuidad Juarez, Mexico, where 
ISIS has an active cell trading 
guns and other weapons to 
drug cartels. 

“It would be comparatively 
easy for her to be moved to 
bigger cities like Detroit, Chi- 
cago or New York where her 
activities would not be appar- 
ent,” says a retired military 
specialist in counterterrorism. 

“The big concern is that 
Boumeddiene is already here 
recruiting for another ter- 
ror campaign against ‘soft’ 
targets.”

“exhibited signs of self- 
destructive behavior,” 
famed Beverly Hills behav- 
ioral expert Dr. Lillian Glass 
tells GLOBE. “Now that he’s 
going to prison knowing he’ll 
never see the light of day 
again, he’s a bigger danger to 
himself than ever.” 

Hernandez went from foot- 
ball hero to one of the most 
hated athletes ever after it be- 
came obvious he blew away 


Lloyd. The 
victim was 
dating the 
sister of Her- 
nandez’s fiancee, 
Shayanna Jenkins, 
but lawmen did not provide a 
motive for the murder. 

Free Pass 

The coward tried to blame a 
couple of pals for the shooting, 
but the jury saw through his 
pathetic lies. 

Jenkins and the creep’s 


mother Terri were the only 
ones crying when the verdict 
was announced after jurors 
deliberated for 36 hours. It was 
the first time his celebrity sta- 
tus wasn’t enough to win him 
a free pass. He was arrested 
for a series of violent incidents 
beginning in 2007, but avoided 
prosecution. 

Hernandez, 25, was also con- 
victed of several firearm viola- 
tions. He will also now stand 
trial for the 2012 drive-by 
shooting death of two men in 


Boston, allegedly over a spilled 
drink in a bar. 

But Glass wonders if he’ll 
even make it that far. 

“It’s common for murderers 
to immediately be placed on 
suicide watch after sentencing,” 
she says. “But in Hernandez’s 
case, it appears it will only be 
a matter of when, not if, he will 
attempt to kill himself. 

“Hernandez is a suicide wait- 
ing to happen.”

F rank sinatra and 

Marilyn Monroe were made 
for each other. 

Both were cynical, ad- 
dicted to power and fame, 
promiscuous - and terribly 
tortured. So it’s no wonder Frank 
and Marilyn were best buddies and 
off-and-on lovers. 

“They used each other regularly 
and without remorse,” their mu- 
tual friend, actor Peter Lawford, 
revealed before his death in 1984. 
“But there was real affection 
between them. Frank and 
Marilyn were deeply in 
love, but it wasn’t a tra- 
ditional kind of thing. 
“He passed her 
around among his 
powerful friends. 
And she didn’t seem 
to mind or care who 
he slept with. It was 
mutually convenient. 
“She liked Frank’s 
influence and the way 
he introduced her to the 
rich and powerful. He liked 
the status of having the

world’s sexiest woman at his beck 
and call.” 

It seems the two were fated to 
meet. 

As Sinatra biographer James 
Kaplan notes in Frank: The Voice, 
the crooner was born on MONROE 
STREET in Hoboken, N.J. Mean- 
while, Hollywood types reveal 
young Marilyn thought Sinatra’s 
singing was “dreamy” and was 
excited after bumping into Frank 
at a party in the early 1950s. 

But Sinatra was a toxic cocktail 
for the insecure actress. 

Pimped her out 

Until her mysterious death at 
age 36, Frank shared her bed, 
guided her career and pimped her 
out like a luscious dessert to men 
he wanted to impress and ingrati- 
ate himself with. The list included 
Mafia bigwigs, Marilyn’s second 
hubby, New York Yankees slugger 
Joe DiMaggio, and, of course, 
the Kennedy brothers, Jack and 
Bobby. 

“When she was depressed and 
suicidal over failed romances, 
Frank gave her a shoulder to cry 
on. He’d try to heal her broken 
heart,” said Lawford. “When 
he was heartsick and suicidal - 
particularly over his divorce from 
Ava Gardner - she was there for 
him. 

“But he was ruthless with her, 
too. He knew how to control her.”

But he treated her well at 
times, winning her affections 
with gifts like a white puppy. He 
gave her the dog after she lost 
her pet in a divorce settlement 
with third hubby Arthur Miller, 
the playwright. 

She called the pooch “Maf,” 
short for Mafia, which ticked 
off Sinatra. But Monroe loved 
to twist Sinatra’s tail. She de- 
lighted in getting under his skin, 
recalled Lawford. 

Cold feet 

At one point, the 
movie goddess even 
wanted to wed the Rat 
Pack’s Chairman of the 
Board. But he got cold 
feet. 

Marilyn would later 
say the “best thing” 
about her relationship 
with Sinatra was that 
they “didn’t ruin it” by 
tying the knot. 

But selfish Sinatra did things 
his way right up until the end - 
cruelly betraying Marilyn in the 
days before her death. 

Sinatra had flown the troubled 
blonde to a party at his Cal-Neva 
Lodge and casino. She was in 
desperate straits. She’d just been 
fired by her studio in the middle 
of filming Something’s Got to 
Give and rejected by Bobby Ken- 
nedy, who she’d hoped would 
get a divorce and marry her. 

Despite her heartache, Sinatra 
set her up for a sex romp with 
Mafia boss Giancana. During 
the weekend, he ordered her to 
clam up about Bobby - and told 


Monroe she was putting every- 
thing at risk. 

“But Marilyn said she didn’t 
care. She threatened to give a 
press conference denouncing the 
Kennedys as liars and lechers,” 
said Lawford. 

Then, the tragic Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes star caused a 
very public scene. 

Loaded on pills and cham- 
pagne, Marilyn swept into a 
casino cocktail party “swaying 
about, all the guests were watch- 
ing her with concern,” recalled 
singer Buddy Greco, who was a 
guest at the event. 

“I looked at Frank. He was fu- 
rious. Frank motioned 
to his bodyguards 
sharply to get her out 
of the room before she 
disgraced herself. 

“She was escort- 
ed away angry and 
protesting.” 

A few days later, on 
Aug. 5, 1962, Marilyn 
was found lying nude, 
face-down on her bed 
with a phone in one 
hand near an empty 
bottle of sleeping pills. 

Although the official cause of 
death was “probable suicide,” 
word was she was murdered to 
protect the Kennedys. 

Sinatra was guilt-ridden and 
devastated by regret. He “went 
to pieces when he learned 
Marilyn was dead,” said Law- 
ford, who has been accused of 
covering up Monroe’s murder. 

“He was racked by guilt and 
sorrow. He felt he’d let her 
down that weekend and helped 
dig her grave. But in the end, his 
relationship with her was pure 
poison - and DiMaggio banned 
us all from her funeral.”

star Bob Crane was so twisted, 
he introduced his teenage 
Ison to the X-rated lifestyle 
that is directly linked to the actor’s 
bizarre and gruesome death. 

In the book Crane: Sex, Celebrity and 
My Father’s Unsolved Murder, Robert 
Crane reveals his father relished orgies 
and captured all the action on camera. 

Robert was only 16 visiting the set 
of his father’s hit 1960s sitcom, when 
he was exposed to Crane’s sexploits 
with a woman who “did just about 
everything” on film right “before my 
unblinking teenaged eyes!” 

Now, Robert says, “This might have been my 
dad’s clumsy, Hollywood way of having a ‘birds 
and bees’ talk with his coming-of-age son.” 

Certainly, the handsome star, who played wise- 
cracking U.S. Army Col. Robert E. Hogan, had a 
roomful of equipment to record his sexcapades. 
Word got out that the Hogan’s set was the place 
to be for willing young wannabes to “audition.” 

His mom. Ana Marie, and father split in 1970, 
Robert writes, noting the actor’s appetite for

kinky sex hit high gear after the 
bust-up. 

When the classic comedy Ho- 
gan’s Heroes, set in a German 
prisoner of war camp, ended in 
1971, the elder Crane turned to 
live theater.

He was in Scottsdale, Ariz., in 
June 1978 when his dinner the- 
ater co-star, Victoria Berry, ran 
screaming from his apartment. 
Crane’s lifeless body was found 
lying on a bed clad only in boxer 
shorts, with an electrical cord tied around his neck. 

There were gashes on his head and blood on 
the ceiling and wall. The room had been set up to 
film bedroom action. 

The prime suspect - who was never convicted 
- was the victim’s bisexual friend, John Henry 
Carpenter, whom Crane was going to ditch. 

Says Robert, “The police figured that Carpenter 
was perhaps in love with my dad and reacted like 
a spurned lover.” But officially the murder has 
never been solved.

“It was once full of such nice people,” 
says local saloon owner Brenda 
Mcllvain. “But I don’t think Hinkley 
will ever be like it used to be.” 

Brockovich’s famous crusade led 
to Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
(PG&E) shelling out $333 million for 
contaminating the Mojave desert town’s 
groundwater with the cancer- causing 
chemical hexavalent chromium used at 
its natural gas facility. 

Director Steven Soderberg’s 2000 
movie Erin Brockovich was a smash hit, 
raking in more than $130 million worldwide and 
briefly reviving the town. But, sadly, there was 
destined to be no happy Hollywood ending for 
Hinkley. 

Bearing more lawsuits, PG&E continued to buy

In June 2013, the local elementary 
school was shuttered due to dwindling 
enrollment, and the post office closed 
this past March. 

Meanwhile, the only store and gas station 
in town - the Hinkley Market - was bought by 
PG&E and was slated to shut this month. 

Says resident Lester White, “It’s another blow 
to the community.”

Mali and Bangla- 
desh. One “hubby’ 
was deported for mak- 
ing threats against the United 
States! 

Serial spouse 

Incredibly, serial spouse Liana 
Barrientos, 39, claims she can 
only recall tying the knot with 
two guys. 

“1 don’t remember marry- 
ing any of the men except for 
Vakhtang Dznelade and Salle 
Keita,” she told investigators. 


“1 was in very bad shape, and 1 
don’t remember much from that 
point in my life.” 

Barrientos confessed to mar- 
ring Dznelade, who was born 
behind the Iron Curtain, 
for dough in 2002. He 
applied for a green 
card, which al- 
lows immigrants 
permanent U.S. 
residency, im- 
mediately after 
the ceremony.
